MANILA, Dec. 19'— A memorandum of 
understanding on technical cooperation bet- 
ween Saudi Arabia and the Philippines will 
be signed at noon Saturday at Malacanang 
Palace. The memorandum, which will center 
on ports management and operations, witf.be 
signed by via ting Saudi Arabian Minister of 
State and Ports Authority President Dr. 
Fayez Badr and Philippine Public Works 
Minister Alfredo Juinio. 

Before the signing, Dr. Badr will be briefed 
on ports operation at die Philippine Ports 
Authority (PPA) offices. He and his party 
will later be taken on a tour of PP A f adlihes 
at the Manila south and north harbors. 

Badr flew Friday to Tadoban city in central 
Philippines Friday morning and received an 
honorary doctor of laws degree from die 
Divine Word University. ' 

In remarks after accepting the degree, 
Badr underscored the need fox the preserva- 
tion of spiritual values and tradition. He.also 
urged developing countries not to sacrifice 
such values for die material manifestation of 
the West. Badr added be was happy to note 
that the Philippines has preserved immoral 
values and traditions. 

He was given a warm reception upon arri- 
val in Tadoban aboard a chartered Philippine 
Airlines plane. 

Among the places he visited were the Red 
Beach in Palo town where Gen. Douglas 
Macarthur landed with the liberating Ameri- 
can forces in 1 945, the Marcos Bridge liking 
the provinces of Samar and Leyte, and the 
port area. 

Before returning to Manila, Badr said he 
was overwhelmed by the very warm recep- 
tion gjven him by the people of Tadoban. 

Earlier Thursday Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos conveyed the gratitude of 
his government to Saudi Arabia for its under- 
standing .of the problems confronting the 
southeast Asian 'nation and its readiness to . .

Algeria okays Arab 
summit resolution 


RIYADH, Dec. 19 (Agencies) — Algeria 
has endorsed last month's Amman Arab 
summit resolution. Foreign Minister Saud 
al-Faisal announced Thursday. The minister 
said in a statement that the endorsement 
stemmed from Algeria's desire to reserve 
unity of Arab ranks. 

(Prince Saud arrived in Rome Friday on a 
two-day official visit at the invitation of 
Italian foreign minister, Emilio Culombo.) 

Algeria was one of four Arab countries, 
together with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, that boycott the Nov. 25 sum- 
mit meeting in the Jordanian capital. 

Prince Saud made the announcement after 
a meeting here with. Algerian Foreign Minis- 
ter Saddiq Bin Yehya, and Arab League Sec- 
retary General Chadli Klibi who are touring 
Arab capitals. Klibi has been endeavoring to 
.get endorsement on the summit resolutions 
fr&nrthose countries whid boycotted the 
meeting. 

The announcement also came as Syrian 
President Hafez Assad conferred in Algiers 


with Algerian President Chadli Bin JedkL 
Assad flew into Algiers following his unity 
talks in Libya. He returned home later Fri- 
day. 

Prince Saud told newsmen on the eve of his 
departure for Italy and Morocco that the 
Kingdom's relations with Algeria were 
“'excellent.” Observers believe that Saudi 
Arabia is doubling its efforts to heal Arab 
rifts and to ensure maximum participation at 
tiie Third Islamic Summit which will be held 
in January. 

The PLO will also attend the January 
summit, according to an interview published 
here with Kbaled Al-Hassan, a member of 
the PLOs Executive Committee. 

Prince Saud told the newsmen Thursday 
after attending the Algerian foreign minis- 
ter's audience with King Khaled^nd Defense 
Minister Prince Sultan that-ffie suju-.

Alexei Kosygin, 76, dies 


MOSCOW, Dec 19 (AP) — Former 
Premier Alexei Kosygin died Thursday 
night, unofficial Soviet sources reported 
Friday. He was 76. There was no immediate 

official confirmation . 

The sources said Kosygin would be 
buried with honois, possibUy at a full-dress 
funeral ceremony. His body was also 
expected to lie in state before the funeral. 

Kosygin, who succeeded Nikita. Khrush- 
chev as premier in 1964, stepped down 
from the job Oct. 23. He was replaced by 
Nikolai Tikhonov, 75. in the premier’s post. 

Kosygin bad been reported seriously ill 
with heart and circulatory problems for half 
a year, and his retirement was officially 
attributed to health reasons. 

Friday was the 74th birthday of Soviet 
President Leonid. Brezhnev, who had 
announced Khrushchev's retirement at a 
national parliament session. At the time, 
Western analysts were uncertain whether 
Kosygin had left his post in good political 
favor. 

Brezhnev did not praise Kosygin at the 
parliament session, but later issued a state- 
ment of ‘“gratitude” for his services. 

Kosygin was not presented with any 
awards when he stepped down, but analysts 
said this may have been due to his poor 
health. He did not attend the parliament 
sessions and since then has been hospital- 
ized -at a VIP clinic outside Moscow. 

He was the supreme survivor of Soviet 
politics, an occasional hothead who also 
displayed a wry sense of humor and warm 
human emotions. ' 

He was 13 when the Bolsheviks swept to 
power in 1917. Twenty- three years later he 
had : dimbed within that government to 
become deputy premier under Josef Stalin

Alexei Kosygin 
and later premier. 

He not only survived Stalin's purges of 
the late 1940s but prospered politically. By 
1964 he, Brezhnev and Nikolai Podgomy 
had replaced Khrushchev with their 
three-man troika — Brezhnev as the Com- 
munist party leader, Podgomy as president 
and Kosygin as premier. 

Podgomy and Kosygin steadily lost 
ground to the emerging Brezhnev, who 
eventually ousted Podgomy and assumed 
the title of president. 

That left Kosygin, an economics expert, 
the task of conc en trat in g his efforts on run- 
ning the unwieldy, centrally planned Soviet 
economy. 

Kosygin often was on the spot when try- 
ing to push reforms through the Politburo, 
the policy-making body of the party. But 
Kosygin survived, and later became as vis- 
ible a public figure as Brezhnev.

Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Dec. 1 9 (AP) — Striking under' 
an umbrella of rocket-firing helicopter gun- 
ships, Israeli paratroopers and infantry com- 
mandos raided southern Lebanon Friday and 
killed four Palestinians and three Syrian 
peace-keeping troops. 

The Lebanese government of President 
Elias Sarkis termed the pre-dawn attack an 
•'overt aggression” and said it was lodging a 
“strongly worded complaint” with the U.N. 
Security Council, without seeking a debate. 

The Palestine news agency Wafa quoted a 
Palestinian military spokesman as saying 17 
Israelis were killed or wounded in the attack. 
He said four members of the Palestinian- 
nationalist forces were wounded, one seri- 
ously. But local residents in South Lebanon 
said an additional five commandos were kil- 
led. 

Wafa, news agency of the Palestine Libera- 
tions Organization (PLO), said the attack 
centered on three villages about 1 5 kilomet- 
ers north of the Israeli border. The Palesti- 
nians estimated the Israeli force at about 500 
men and said Israeli casualties were evacu- 
ated by helicopter under cover of a heavy 
artillery barrage. 

Wafa said several Israeli vehicles were des- 
troyed. A Reuter correspondent in South 
Lebanon said the Israeli troops blew up about 
five houses during the attack. Several build- 
ings in the village of Aishieyeh, including the 
church, were damaged by shells. 

He quoted security sources as saying three 
Israeli fighter planes attacked the village of 
Ali AJ-Taher early Friday drawing heavy 
anti-aircraft fire. The sources said three artil- 
lery shells fell on a suburb of the southern 
port of Sidon. causing material damage. They 
said Palestinian-nationalist forces opened 
fire on Israeli gunboats which approached the 
coast during the night. 

Fridays raid foUowed a tense week in 
Southern Lebanon* On Sunday an Israeli pat- 
rol killed one commando in a dash on the 
border near the settlement of ZaPit, and on 
Thursday Israeli-backed Christian militia 
forces d aimed they killed eight commando in 
a wide-scale attack on six Lebanese villages. 
Militia Chief Maj. Saad Haddad said a special 
unit of his militiamen blew up houses after 
three Christian villagers were killed earlier in 
the week when their vehide hit a land mine. 

Lebanese authorities in Sidon, a Mediter- 
ranean port dty that is the provincial capital - 
southern Lebanon, said three Syrian soldiers 
of the “Arab Deterrent Force” in Lebanon 
were killed by an Israeli artillery shell that hit 
the southern Lebanese village of Rihan dur- 
ing the pre-dawn raid. 

The statement said the three Syrian sol- 
diers died during an engagement with a 
Israeli raiding party in Rihan in which the 
enemy suffered direct hits. Two other Syrian 
soldiers were wounded and a military vehide’ 
was destroyed, the statement added. 

Israel tops list 
of American aid 

TEL AVIV , Dec. 19 (AFP) — Israel is top 
on the list for receiving United States 
economic aid when the new American 
administration takes over in the new year, the 
future U.S. defense minister, Casper Wein- 
berger, said here. 

In an interview in Washington with the 
Israeli army radio, he said the United States 
had its own budget difficulties but Israel 
would head the list of privileged countries 
receiving aid. 

Expressing full approval of the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace settlement, he said the Camp 
David agreement was in his view only the 
start of a process leading to overall Middle 
East peace. The United States would step up 
its strength in Israel, Egypt, Saudi Arabia and 
elsewhere as it squared upto the Soviet Union 
and its allies. This would be done in the inter- 
ests of the United States and not in relation to 
human rights, Weinberger said.

Oil price increases won’t affect relations

BANGKOK, Dec. 19 — Oil price 
increases should not impede relations bet- 
ween the Association of southeast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) and Arab countries but, 
win provide opportunity for countries in 
Southeast Asia to have more secure oil sup- 
plies, said Iraqi Foreign minister Dr. Saadoun 
Hammadi before his departure from Thai- 
land Thursday after a four-day official visit 
He told Thai Deputy Prime Minister 
Boonchu Rojanasa Thien that Iraq is willing 
to expand oil exports to this part of the world 
and will do its best to ensure consistent supply 
id the future. 

Earlier in his discussions with Thai prime 
minister, Prem Tinsulanonda he said Arab' 
countries are willing to provide regional 
nations, with more business and trade oppor- 
tunities. and hinted his proposal for dialogue 


-between ASEAN and the Arab League 
would have the way forstronger economic 1 
cooperation between the two groupings. He 
also said that it could be used \o formulate 
common stands on main political issues of 
mutual concern. Hammadi was referring to 
the Arab- Israeli problems and the Kam- 
puchean conflict. 

The Iraqi minister said his visit was fruitful 
and gave an excellent opportunity to explain 
to Thai leaders the Iran-Iraq conflict and also 
understand Thailand s position on the Kam- 
puchean war. 

“ Iraq is strongly opposed to interference 
by any country in the internal affairs of 
another as in Kampuchea and Afghanistan, ” 
he said, adding his country will support Thai- 
land s and ASEAN's proposal for convening 
an international conference on Kampuchea. 

On the question of the recently spotlighted 
hardships undergone by Thai workers in 


Iraq Di. Hammadi said his government 
should not be blamed because it is nor- the 
Baghdad administration which is employing 
the workers. 

“ They are the responsibility of interna- 
tional companies who have hired them. Iraq 
will certainly take full responsibility . for any 
suffering worker if it is the employer, ” he 
said revealing his country is in need of more 
* Thai workers and would welcome if provided 
through good agencies. 

Meanwhile a group of 29 Thais standed in 
Turkey since October after fleeing Iraq fol- 
lowing the war with Iran flew into Bangkok 
Thursday alleging that they had not been paid 
since they were employed on a pipe-laying 
project seven months ago. They asked the 
Thai Labour Department to help them find 
jobs abroad to recoup $1,100 fee each had 
paid to a job agency here before going tc 
Iraq. 


BEIRUT, Dec. 1 9 (AP) — An earthquake 
struck Tehran, the holy city of Oom and sev- 
eral other villages in Iran Friday arid Tehran 
radio reported 26 persons killed and Muslem 
Shiite religious shrines suffered "consider- 
able” damage. 

The broadcast, monitored in Beirut, said 
the quake measured 5.7 degrees on the Rich- 
ter scale and killed eight persons in Oom 
alone and “fractured” the gold dome of 
“Massoumeh” shrine in the Shiite capital 80 
miles (129 km) south of Tehran. 

The dome covered the mosque containing 
the tomb of Fatima Al Vassoumeh. sister of 
Imam Riza, one of the Shiite leaders who 
lived in the 9th century- The shrine has been 
the pilgrimage site for devout Shiites since 
the 17 th century. 


The radio said the lomb of Imam Zadch 
Abdulla, another Shiite Imam buried in 
Oom. also suffered damage as “emergency 
and rescue operations" were staged in the 
city and neighboring villages. The broadcast 
quoted Iran’s official news agency Pars as 
saying four other people were killed in Oal- 
e-Cham and another four in Chechm Ali. 
Both are villages near Oom. 

The broadcast said three persons were kil- 
led in Dastgerd. two in Giv and fix e near 
Saveh. without giving the specific location of 
the three sites. Pare earlier reported four kil- 
led in Chechm Ali. saying the quake's epi- 
center was estimated to be 125 miles (202 
km) east of the capital. Tehran. This would 
place it in the vicinity of Scmnan, a provincial 
capital of about 60.U0U people in the foothills 
of the Alburz Mountains. 


Yamani fears oil glut 
weakening conservation 


CANBERRA, Dec. 1 9 (R) — Oil Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani said he feared that an 
glut of oil when the Gulf war ended would 
weaken the drive to conserve fuel and seek 
alternative energy sources. Sheikh Yamani. 
who is on a week's visit to Australia, told the 
National Press Club that after the war Iran 
and Iraq were likely to produce a much oil as 
they could to rebuild their economies. 

He was concerned that consumers would 
act as they did after the 1973-4 oil crisis. 
“Everybody wiD say now it's all right. We 
don't have to worry, we'll go back to our old 
habits, drive our automobiles as much as it 
pleases us, use as much energy in heating, 
cooling etc. as we need and forget about coal, 
midear and other sources of energy ; * he said. 

if that happened, the next energy crisis 
would be very serious, he said, adding that 
measures would probably ha\ c to be taken in 
1982 to maintain the momentum of conser- 


vation and conversion to other energy 
sources. 

He predicted there would be no sharp 
increases in oil prices next year and a rise of 
about 10 per cent in 1982. 

But if the price of oil was allowed to drop in 
real terms there xvould be an increase in 
demand leading to a dramatic jump in prices. 
He expected the Gulf war to end soon 
because he said Iran and Iraq could not fight 
without revenue from oil exports. Replying 
to questions. Sheikh Yamani opposed the 
idea of a U.S. base in the Gulf. "We arc 
against the American existence (in the Gulf) 
because we think that is a justification for the 
Russians to step in and have an existence," he 
said. 

He thought the United States should 
strengthen its allies in the area so that they 
could defend themselves against pro-Soviet 
neighbors.

DAMASCUS, Dec. 19 (Agencies) — 
Syrian President Hafez Assad returned home 
Thursday night from Algiers after talks with 
Algerian President Chadli Benjedid. The 
Syrian leader went with a big delegation to 
Libya on Monday for discussions on the 
Syrian- Libyan union announced last Sep- 
tember. 

Syria and Libya agreed in merger talks this 
week to establish a joint revolutionary lead- 
ership to supervise the union of the two coun- 
tries, the Libyan news agency Jana reported. 
The agency said President Assad and Libyan 
leader Muammar Qaddafi also agreed to’ set 
up a follow-up committee to work out a 
detailed plan for a unitary state. 


Beirut daily Ar -Srfir reported Wednesday 
that the talks were held in secrecy. But the 
pro-Uby an paper gave details of a unification 
plan put forward by the high-level Syrian 
delegation, which included the prime minis- 
ter and foreign minister. 

As -Asfir said Syria has proposed the crea- 
tion of a single army command, under a joint 
political leadership with a common flag. The 
proposed state would have an Islamic con- 
stitution with a single elected or appointed 
administrative authority. 

The Syrians also recommended the crea- 
tion of a joint resources institution, which 
would presumably be chiefly financed by 
Libyan oil money. 


Arafat in E. Berlin hospital 


BEIRUT, Dec. 19 (AP) — Yasser Arafat, 
chairman of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization, has been admitted to a hospital in 
East Berlin for treatment of a slipped disc, a 
PLO spokesman here said Friday. 

“ It’s not serious but it needs hospital 
treatment, ” said the PLO official. 

The 51 -year- old Palestinian leader has 
been wearing a neck brace for several weeks 
and at least on one occasion was forced to 


cancel a scheduled public attendance at PLO 
rally. 

The pro-Palestinian Beirut newspaper 
As -Sqfir quoted sources as saying East Ger- 
man President Erich Hoenicker sent his pri- 
vate aircraft to Damascus, Syria, to carry 
Arafat into East Berlin. The PLO official said 
Arafat arrived in East Beilin on Thursday. 
As -Sqfir said he would require two weeks of 
treatment.

Dec. 1 9 (SPA) — A committee 
of legal experts recommended that the 
Organization of Islamic Conference should 
have a high-level standing political commit- 
tee.

The new 
Foreign Capital Investment Law promul- 
gated in February , 1 979 entitles foreign capi- 
tal, if invested in development projects 
(excluding petroleum and mineral extraction 
projects) and accompanied by foreign techni- 
cal know-how, to all the previously men- 
tioned incentives plus exemption from 
income and corporate taxes for a period of 
ten years in the case of industrial and agricul- - 
tural projects provided there is a minimum of 
25 per emit Saudi Arabian participation. 

A number of other government-sponsored 
institutions provide financial and other assis- 
tance in the setting up of industrial projects 
both in die private and public sectors.

Now that the Jeddah Cement Factory 
has been surrounded by construction 
activity, its operations at its present site 
seems almost undesirable. People have 
started complaining about the cement 
dust which has become a big health 
hazard. 

When the factory was built, the site had 
been considered to be in a remote area, 
since no houses stood in the visible vicinity 
of the site. But now the area fells in the 
midst erf building activity, and the after the 
opening of the new international airport 
the area will become the heart of Jeddah. 
It would then be undesirable to see the 
rising smoke and dust from die factory’s 
chimney falling over the people wen 
when they are inside their houses. 

I had a hearty laugh when I read in 
newspapers that technical studies were 
being carried out to move the cement fac- 
tory to a new site in Rabegh, nearly 100 
kilometers north of Jeddah, and that the 
movement will take place after four years 
from now. I wondered why it would talrp 
four years to move the factory while it has 
been admitted that public health is in con- 
stant danger owing to the factory’s exis- 
tence in their midst. 

I fail to understand the logic through 
which such derisions are taken in com- 
plete disregard of the four years of public 
life. Why should there be so much of delay 
when so much stress is laid on public 
health and security? Would it not be pru- 
dent for the authorities, who also form 
part of the public, to hasten to move the 
factory before it affects people landing at 
the new international airport? In writing 
this, I hope the authorities would take 
steps to have the factory moved without 
further loss of time.

: TEL AVIV, Dec. 19 (Agencies) — The 
Labor Party's nomination of Shimon Peres as 
its candidate for prime minister has raised 
new hopes for a more flexible Israeli 
approach by future Middle East peace 
negotiations, observers here said.

AMMAN, Dec. 19(AFP) — King Hussein 
of Jordan has postponed indefinitely a long- 
delayed trip to the Soviet Union, well- 
informed sources here said. 

Hussein fast planned the trip on Oct. 15, 
then reportedly agreed with Soviet leaders to 
postpone it until later this month. 


PARIS, Dec. 19 (AP) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Qaddafi, whose tanks, planes and 
troops tipped the balance in the Chad civil 
war, is expected in N’Djamena this weekend 
to participate in victory celebrations, the 
French news agency reported Thursday. 

Libyan forces backing President Goukouni 
Oueddei ended a nine- month struggle for the 
Chadian capital earlier this week by forcing 
rebels led by former Defense Minister His- 
sene Habre to flee the city on Monday. 

AFP also reported from N" Djamena that 
the government forces also had taken 
Abeche, a town in eastern Chad near the 


border with Sudan which was Habre s last 
stronghold. The agency, quoting 
sources in Yaounde, Cameroon, said Gaddafi 
would take part in a victory parade over the 
weekend. It would be the Libyan leaders 
second appearance in Chad this autumn. In 
November, he appeared at another victory 
celebration with Goukouni after government 
forces took the city of Faya-Largeau in 
northern Chad. 

Habre pulled out of N’Djamena on Monday 
and fled across the Qiari River into neighbor- 
ing Cameroon, where he belatedly signed a 
ceasefire agreement. 



Sudan, Kenya hit Chad intervention 


NAIROBI, Dec. 19 (R) — Sudan and 
Kenya have caBed for the withdrawal of fore- 
ign troops from Chad and criticized what they 
called flagrant foreign intervention in the 
Central African state. The call was made in a 
joint communique issued in Nairobi and 
Khartoum Thursday night after a four-day 
state visit to Sudan by Kenyan President 
Daniel Arap Moi during which he had talks 
with Sudanese President Jaafar Nuraeiri.

ChinDao," Son of Freedom Fighter” But to 
die American POWs who encountered him, 
he was just plain Bobby Garwood, traitor. 

They are finally settling accounts on die 
witness stand here in a stuffy, wood-panelled 
courtroom on this sprawling mari ne ba&£ 
carved out of 1 10,000 acres of North 
Carolina woods. 

But die trial of accused marine turncoat 
Robert Garwood, 34, who spent 14 years in 
Vietnam after he was captured outside 
Danang in 1965, is more than the saga of old 
soldiers settling the score. Garwood is the 
only American POW who has been prose- 
cuted for desertion and collaboration with 
the enemy during the Vietnam war. And his 
trial is becoming one of the longest and most 
complex in military history. 

At stake is more than the traditions of the 
Marine Corps, and whether Garwood viol- 
ated the uniform code of military justice, 
under which he is charged with urging 
American troops to throw down their arms, 
desertion in time of war, collaboration and 
mistreating fellow prisoners. At stake is the 
code of conduct, the military’s command- 
ments, set down as moral principles to guide 
American soldiers taken captive. Hard liners, 
that is most marines, maintain that the code 
of conduct allows them to give no more than 
name, rank, serial number and date of birth 
to enemy interrogators, not withstanding tor- 
ture, suffering, car the popularity of the war 
back home. 

But his actions as a POWareufs the issue, 
say his attorneys. Garwood wasa 19-year-old 
marine living on the edge of mental illness, 
driven insane — and into die arms of the 
enemy — by the torture and hardship he 
underwent as a POW. He can’t be held 
responsible for his actions, argues John 
Lowe, 44. a silver-haired, silver-tongued 
Charlottesville attorney who heads Gar- 
wood's defense team. 

Lowe has disputed little testimony, plan- 
ning to mount a mammoth psychiatric 
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scheduled to go home. 

It was a year before any American POW 
came into contact with Garwood. Little is 
known of that missing year or of the time 
Garwood spent in Vietnam after the troops 
came home except what Garwood has told his 
lawyers. Garwood has maintained he was a 
captive until he walked up to a Finnish 
businessman in a Hanoi bar in February 1 979 
and handed him a note that was relayed to the 
State Department. Soon afterward Hanoi 
granted Garwood an exit visa and he was on 
his way home, a walking Rip Van Winkle who 
had not only missed the national tra uma he 


symbolizes, but a whole generation of 
chance : the Beatles, Americans walking on 
die moon, the assassinations of Robert Ken- 
nedy and Martin Luther King. Jr.. Nixon’s 
election and downfall. 

Scon, his accusers came forward and the 
Marine Corps changed his status from POW 
to defector. It is uncertain whether he will be 
called as a witness. 

“He’s got to testify,” said military judge 
CoL Robert Switzer in an informal chat. 
"How else will they get his story out? No one 
else is going to say (Garwood) was tortured 
and driven mad.” 

Garwood’s defense is similar to the ope F. 
Lee Bailey argued unsuccessfully for news- 
paper heiress Patty Hears t, convicted of bank 
robbery after rite was kidnapped and tor- 
tured by members of a terrorist organization. 
Such a defense has never known to have been 
Successful in an American court. But Lowe, 
who helped activist lawyer William Kuntsler 
defend Indians in the Wounded Knee trials, 
remains optimistic over a landmark decision. 

According to Lowe, Garwood did his best 
to uphold the Marine Corps standards of 
bravery by trying to escape. He first tried six 
days after he was captured. He marched 
through die jungles in his underwear, a gun- 
shot wound in hts arm boiling with infection. 
Recaptured, he was beaten so severely he had 
to be dragged through the jungle cm a litter. 

The Viet Cong “exhibited (Garwood) as a 
captive... he was spat upon, stoned, sticks 
(were) thrown at him,” Lowe told the court. 
He hung naked for a month in a bamboo cage 
without food or water, growing weaker, suf- 
fering from exposure, ravenous leeches and 
mosquitoes, malaria and diarrhea. 

Only then, after degradation and humilia- 
tion, did Garwood break. Yes, he said, he 
would sign propaganda statements, then be 
tried to escape once more. Again he was 
caught, beaten and urinated upon. He was 
forced to watch VC use south Vietnamese 
POWs for target pratice. required to witness 
Aivn soldiers play a Russian roulette game 
similar to that depicted in the movie, The 
Deer Banter. Don't worry, the VC told him so 
he wouldn't avert his- eyes, the gun isn't 
loaded. They lied. And Garwood watched 
men die for the amusement of his captors. 


"The end result (of the trauma) was serious 
mental disease,” said Lowe, who plans to 
introduce all manner of psychiatrists, among 
them one who is working with the State 
Department on the hostage release. 

A jury of Five marine officers, all Vietnam 
veterans who mirror the corps’ psyche of 
toughness, must decide whether a marine can 
indeed break, whether Garwood is a traitor 
or a victim. Each was asked by a Garwood 
lawyer what they would do as a captive if a 
guard put a pistol “to your head and said he 
was going to pull the trigger unless you signed 
some innocuous statement... like, "All 
Americans are imperialists.” 

‘Td tell them to pull the trigger,” they 
testified, one by one during jury selection. 

Some jurors said they believed a marine 
could be broken — others didn’L One juror 
said he’ d commit suicide before being broken 
by the enemy. 

But they also daimed they could give Gar- 
wood a fair trial, regardless of how their deci- 
sion might affect the reputation of the Marine 
Corps. They said they could turn the dock 
back 15 years to examine the situation from 
the point of view of a 19-year-old marine 
private, now an enigma with dark deep-set 
eyes who sits watching the proceedings with 
apparent interest, chain -smokes Winstons on 
his break, works as a file clerk on base when 
not in court and drives a cherry red ’ 56 Chev- 
rolet with foam dice hanging from the rear 
view miror. He’s still a private after all these 
years. 

If he is convicted, Garwood stands to lose 
some $140,000 in bade pay, now held in 
escrow, and earn himself a sentence of life 
imprisonment. The death penalty was ruled 
OUL 

The Garwood case certainly resurrects old 
Vietnam ghosts the Pentagon tried to bury in 
1973. Then, in a move to heal the nation’s 
war-time trauma the nation’s military leaders 
pressured then Air Force Colonel Theodore 
Guy, a POW for four and one-half years, to 
drop his charges against eight American 
POWs accused of collaborating with the 
enemy. Charges were dropped against mem*- 
beis of the self-dubbed Peace Committee 
after one alleged collaborator, a marine 
sergeant, committed suicide.

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WISE OIL POLICY 

’ Saudi Arabia is to raise the price of its oil by $2 per 
barrel, to bring! ts price to within the $34 range. This was 
announced at this week’s OPEC meeting at Bali in 
Indonesia. 

Some of the OPEC members have come to the 
meeting with the intention of pressing the rest toward a 
more drastic price hike. Iran used to be a leading 
member of these so-called “OPEC hawks.” Yet with its 
oil exports falling almost to nil as a result of its war with 
Iraq, Iran’s voice does not carry much weight. 

The Saudi stand on the matter has been repeatedly 
stated: The producing countries cannot unilaterally 
maintain moderate prices while the West goes on in its 
present extravagant rate of consumption. The Kingdom 
has produced an additional requirement in Bali. Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani said that the United States has to 
run down its present overflowing oil stocks, thus easing 
the situation for both suppliers and consumers. 

Some observers have in fact calculated that unless 
the United States does this, a price hike of up to a 100 
per cent might come about within a year. The Saudi 
warning comes therefore just in time: both consumers 
and suppliers stand to lose unless the present stockpiling 
policy is reversed. 

Saudi Arabia’s responsible oil policies have always 
been a factor for stability in the international economy. 
The Saudis have called for a linkage between oil supplies 
and prices on one hand, and the prices of raw materials 
and manufactured goods on the other. And it is clear 
that unless this equation is worked out and 
implemented, there can be little hope of stability for the 
international economy. 


Alexei Kosygin: 
A profile 

MOSCOW — 

Few world leaders stayed in power so long and 
remained so little known as former Soviet Prime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin, reported to have died of 
heart failure Thursday night. Appointed to the 
premiership on the overthrow of Kremlin leader 
Nikita Khrushchev in October 1964, he was 
increasingly overshadowed by the man who became 
Communist Party chief at the same time Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

His death at the age of 76 was made known nearly 
two months after he resigned from the Soviet lead- 
ership because of failing health. When he became 
prime minister 1 6 years ago, the dour, self-effacing 
Kosygin had been in senior government posts for 25 
years but his face was still relatively unknown to 
many Russians. 

A story is told of how he went to visit a fisheries 
collective near Tsunda on the Black Sea Coast not 
long after his appointment 

For a few minutes the gatekeeper, unfamiliar 
-with his face, refused to let him in without higher 
authority something which never happened to 
Khrushschcv. 

During his career as chairman of the council of 
ministers. Kosygin combined his main job as over- 
lord of the Soviet economy with a number of vital 
diplomatic missions. 

In 1967 he met U.S. President Lyndon Johnson 
at Glassboro, New Jersey to defuse tension between 
the two superpowers over the 1967 war between 
Israel and its Arab neighbors. 

A few years later he met Chinese Premier Chou 
En-Lai at Peking airport to discuss an end to border 
fighting between Soviet and Chinese troops which 
brought the two countries dangerously dose to war. 

The meeting was followed by an agreement to 
open border talks, but it failed to get to the roots of 
the Soviet-Chinese quarrel. The mission to Peking 
was Kosygin's second. He made an earlier fruitless 
trip in February 1965 for a meeting with Chairman 
Mao Tse-Tung. 

A more successful highlight of his career was the 
Tashket summit between India and Pakistan in 
1965, at which he played host and earned a new 
kind of prestige for the Soviet Lfnion as the 
peacemaker between two Asian states. But, after 
1970, his role as chief foreign policy spokesman for 
the Kremlin was largely taken over by Brezhnev, 
who became dearly the number one in the leader- 
ship and was personally identified with the search 
for better relations with the West. 

At the 1975 European Security Conference in 
Helsinki it was Brezhnev who signed on behalf of 
Lhe Soviet Union, while Kosygin and head of state 
Nikolie Podgomy stayed behind in Moscow. 

From 1 977 onward, as it became dear Brezhnev 
was cutting back his duties because of iB- health, 
Kosygin re-emerged, won the diplomatic front and 
made visits to India. Ethiopia and South Yemen. 

In 1965 Kosygin introduced what appeared at 
first to be a far-reaching economic reform, giving 
factory managers greater responsibility and reduc- 
ing central control. But within a few years it became 
dear the reform has still born. Resistance by the 
Communist Party hierarchy, which as its own role 
put at risk by a trend toward technocratic 
decision- making managers, proved too strong. 

But the price paid for stability at the top was a 
lack of experiment and a dedine in the rate of 
economic growth. 

Even his critics respected Kosygin for his per- 
sonal modesty. In contrast to Brezhnev, the prime 
minister always seemed bbred by the tomp 'ana"^ 
ceremonial of the Kremlin,- with' its .grounds 
anniversaries, medal presentations and birthday 
honors. 

Though he was never keen to project his personal 
image, foreign politicians and businessmen found 
him an impressive, and well informed negotiator, at 
home with technical subjects as well as foreign 

affairs. , ^ 

Under Khrushchev, Kosygin served as first 
deputy prime minister for four years and was often 
faced with the task of turning his leader's sudden 
brainwaves and impluave gestures into reality. 
Even into his 70s Kosygin appeared vigorous and 
hard working. At dose quarters he could have been 
mistaken for a suntanned, crewcut American 
businessman. 

In August 1976 there were reports in Moscow 
that he had suffered a heart attack while swimming 
in a river near Moscow and had almost drowned. 
After receiving treatment he returned to the Krem- 
lin scene later in the year. In late 1 979 he dropped 
out of sight for IS weeks with what was reported to 
be a massive heart attack. He defied predictions 
that he would resume his duties reappearing on his 
76th borthday last Feb. 21 to make a speech to 
Moscow voters. 

Alexei Nikolayevich Kosygin was bom in St. 
Petersburg (now Leningrad}. He was only 13 wben 
the Bolsheviks seized power in the capital, but at 1 5 
he was already fighting as a volunteer for the Red 
Army in the dvil war. 

By 1 93S he was mayor of Leningrad and in 1 939 
was moved to Moscow to become minister of the 
textile industry. In the process he became a member 
of the Communist Party Central Committee. 

From 1 940 to 1953 he was a deputy prime minis- 
ter, and during World War II he played a major role 
in evacuating industry to the east of the country out 
of the reach of the German invasion. During and 
after the war, he was the government official 
responsible for organizing food supplies. — (R) 





Is Brezhnev serious about Gulf proposal?

How seriously can we take Brezhnev’s proposals 
for the Gulf? On die face of it, they are wholly 
admirable:- no foreign military bases, no nuclear 
weapons, no threats of force, qo intervention in 
internal affairs, no obstacles.' normal trade., no 
obstruction of sea lanes. WhQ«3tild possibly object 
to any of this? 

The answer is that many people support these 
ideas but deeply distrust Brezhnev s motives in put- 
ting them forward. The people of Afghanistan, for 
example, will regard as complete humbug his 
denunciation of "intervention in the internal affairs 
of other countries.” The NATO oations will note 
the insolent language of his statement — for exam- 
ple, his attack on their “imperialist doctrine of 
aggression and Diktat” — and will conclude that 
this is not the way statesmen talk when they intend 
serious negotiations. Other observers will note that 
with world attention fixed on Poland and Afghanis- 
tan Brezhnev was badly in need of some diplomatic 
diversion which would present the Soviet Union in a 
more favorable light; and that the Indians provided 
a particularly suitable audience from this point of 
view. 

Brezhnev’s statement is exactly in line with the 
Soviet Union's traditional policy in the Gulf — of 
seeking to loosen the ties between the Gulf states 
and the West; and it would be naive to overlook the 
fact that since the Soviet Union has less influence in 
the Gulf than the United States, any measures 
which reduce or eliminate the influence of both 
superpowers is to the advantage of the Soviet Union 
on balance. Nevertheless, in spite of all these pow- 
erful reasons for skepticism, and at the risk of 
appearing naive, I would suggest that the Arab 
countries and the West should make a positive reply 
to Brezhnev's initiative. 

My first reason is that detente in the Gulf would 
genuinely serve the interests of all concerned, 
including the Soviet Union. The Russians already 
have more than enough to worry about in Poland 
and Afghanistan, and in what they see as their grow- 
ing encirclement by China and the West And — 
though this was caused by their own aggression in 
A f g h an i stan — they have a strong interest in check- 


ing the deployment of Western military power 
comparatively close to their own frontiers. 
Moreover, most experts agree that hey will become 
importers of Gulf oil themselves before long. 

Finally it should be noted that for several decades 
Soviet policies and actions in the Gulf — as in the 
Arab- Israeli . conflict — have been considerably-, 
more restrained than they have been in other parts 
of the world. Even during the worst years of the 
Shah's reign, when Iran was bristling with NATO 
weapons and electronic surveillance posts, the Rus- 
sians largely ignored the Tudeh party and estab- 
lished a correct and cooperative government- to- 
goverament relationship with the Shah. They gave 
only half-hearted backing to the Dhofar rebellion, 
and their military support for South Yemen was at 
least on a smaller scale than the West’s military 
support to Oman. Moreover they have cautiously- 
hedged their bets between Iran and Iraq, and bet- 
ween Iraq and Syria. On Palestine their polities 
have been consistently moderate and constructive, 
in striking contrast to those of the United States. 

For all these reasons the Arabs and the West 
would be unwise to assume that Brezhnev does not 


genuinely want a period of detente in the Gulf. 
Provided the Soviet Union does not invade Poland 
— in which case all possibility of detente would 
vanish for a decade or more in Europe and the 
Middle East — the Gulf states and the West should, 
in my view, invite Brezhnev to amplify and clarify 
his- statement with a view to possible discussions. 
How, for example, would Brezhnev define a 
“base?” If Masirah is an American base, is Aden a 
Soviet base? And what is the meaning of “intera- 
vention in internal affairs? 7 ' Does it apply to 
Cubans and East Germans? Is the Soviet Union 
“intervening” in Aden and Ethiopia? 

Such questioning might well establish that 
Brezhnev’s statement was simply made for prop- 
aganda purposes. But if not, some progress might 
be made toward establishing a “code of practice” 
for East and West in the Gulf would be in the 
interests of aO parties. 

As Arabs in particular will be keenly aware, 
polarization between the superpowers encourages 
polarization between the Arab states. And the ooty 
country in the Middle East which gains from that is 
Israel. 


Africa’ s highway to prosperity

LONDON - 

Advancing southward across an inhospitable ter- 
rain, the road has already reached Tamanrasset, the 
administrative capital of Algeria's Saharan Pro- 
vinces, and may well cross the frontier of Niger in a 
year. Eventually, the 2 ,200- mile Trans-Sahara 
Highway, which has already opened up Algeria's 
“deep south” for economic development, wfll link' 
North African ports with the West African ports of 
the Gulf of Guinea. 

The effects on trade, agriculture and industry wjD 
be formidable . Black Africa’s roads, developed to 
suit the needs of colonial planners, are inadequate 
for trade between independent states. Ports are 
congested, and Africa’s 13 landlocked states spend 
up to 25 per cent of their export eaming ti on trans- 
porting the goods they sell abroad. 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Weekend newspapers used a variety of subjects 
for their lead stories. While Al Bilod displayed the 
United Nations' call for the creation of an indepen- 
dent state of Palestine led by tile Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO). Okoz headlined the par- 
ticipation of the Foreign Ministers of ail Islamic 
states in Mecca in preparation for the upcoming 
Islamic summit conference. At \odwa led with King

Riyadh highlighted its lead with Minister of Defense 
and Aviation Prince Sul tan’s stated appreciation of 
the technical standard and discipline of the armed 
fences during his visit to the King Abdul Aziz War 
Academy. 

Al Medina gave lead pm mi nance to a statement 
by Khaled Al-Hassan, a member of PLO's execu- 
tive committee, in which he said the Palestinians 
reject the “Alion Plan" and would attend the 
Islamic summit in Mecca. Al Yom reported in a lead 
story that the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEO has overcome the most serious 
crisis ii has faced for the past 20 years. The Algerian 
Foreign Minister s remarks on his “encouraging" 
tour of tile Gulf, and his wait for an Iranian reply on 
the hostage issue, formed the deadline story in Al 

Jazirah newspaper. 

Newspaper editorials discussed the U .N. General 
Assembly's resolutions on the Palestine issue and 
its; call for the creation of an independent homeland 
tor - the Palestinians under the aegis of PLO. Some 
papers dealt wiili the upcoming Islamic summit con- 
j ferencu while others dwelled on Algeria's approval 


f of the resolutions of the Amman Arab summit con- 
ference, calling it a victory for the summit which, it 
said, provided positive spurs to the coming stage of 
Arab action. 

In an editorial on the Algerian policy, Al Jazirah 
said it is based on prudence and added that its 
absence from the recently-held Arab summit con- 
ference had shown a shortcoming in the conference. 
Algeria's approval of the Amman conference’s 
resolutions would give more than one meaning to 
the future of solidarity, said the paper, adding that it 
should be considered to be another victory for the 
conference which had surpassed all evaluations on 
its success. The paper hoped the rest of the Arab 
states would also take positive steps in this direo- 
tion. 

Dealing with the impending Islamic summit con- 
ference, Al Medina noted that the whole Islamic 
world pinned its hopes on the conference issuing 
resolutions that realize the aspirations of Muslims 
everywhere. The paper condemned those who are 
being dominated by secularism and" urged Muslims 
not to take their views into consideration during the 
deliberations of the conference. It also denounced 
those who say that the Organization of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC) is unable to implement the resolu- 
tions of the Islamic conference, and sajd it has 
achieved many accomplishments during its decade 
of existence. 

On the same subject, Okaz said the Foreign 
Minister s reiteration that the conference would be 
held on rime provides enough testimony to Saudi 


Arabia's diplomatic overtures, whose only aim is to 
realize Islamic aspirations. The paper held the view 
that the convening of the conference would mean 
that Islamic views are in a state of harmony with the- 
requirements of the age. It further made dear that 
the conference would not only clear the Islamic 
atmosphere from rifts and difference, but would 
also make a new start with a . unified approach. 

Al Riyadh discussed the U.N.'s call for the crea- 
tion of an independent state for the Palestinians, 
saying it has confirmed the legitimacy of the Arab 
right, as well as the importance of peace in the 
world. The paper, however, urged the world body 
to implement its resolutions, so it is able to restore 
its prestige and dignity lost in the eyes of most of the 
member states. Itsaid further that the recent resolu- 
tions of the General Assembly perhaps provided a 
new incentive so that the Arabs should guess what 
would be the outcome of their differences. 

Discussing the same subject, Al Yom praised the 
United Nations, saying it has faced the situation 
with courage as it did not avoid condemning the 
Zionist enemy for his despotic activities inside the 
occupied territories. In its refusal to accept partial 
treaties and individual accords, the paper said, the 
world body has actually meant the Camp David 
accords. The paper felt convinced that the United 
Nations has played the desired role by adopting 
objective resolutions, which would help a great deal 
in bringing peace and stability in the region and 
putting an end to the vainglorious nature of tbe 
Zionist enemy. 



All this is changing. The Trans- Saharan Highway 
is only part of the planned Trans- African Highway 
System which will eventually criss-cross the conti- 
nent from Botswana to TXinisia, and from Kenya to 
Senegal. There are four other big roads being plan- 
ned, from Mombasa to Lagos, from Lagos to 
Nouakchott, from Cairo to Gaborone, and from 
Dakar to Ndjamena. 

If border policies are liberalized, the new roads 
will “change the entire face of African trade,” 
according to a spokesman for the United Nations 
Development Program. 

Food supplies will be easily trucked down to sup- 
plement Sahelian diets. Livestock and other pro- 
duce from sub-Saharan . Africa will be moved to 
markets in North Africa and Europe far more 
quickly and at less cost than at present. The Trans- 
Sahaxan Highway will also help ro stimulate the 
development of rural centers linked to it by feeder 
roads. And, with the dr illing of wells along its 
course, it will open up new areas for settlement. 

Sea and air transport is at present the most com- 
mon way of moving people and goods from one part 
of Africa to another. During colonial tunes, intra- 
African trade was restricted by boundary agree- 
ments readied by European powers with a vested 
interest in discouraging contact between their over- 
seas possessions. Their highways naturally followed 
their patterns of trade and the coastal cities thus 
gradually replaced the inland trading centers as the 
continent’ s m a i n points of commerce. 

The new roads should enable groups of African 
countries to initiate cooperative economic policies, 
utilizing raw materials, technological enterprise.

Islamic manuscripts go on show in Bonn 
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MAMELUKE: the paean to Muhammad, inscribed between 1468 and 1476 
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Woodchester pavement coi

BONN, (1NP) — Varnished and leather 
bindings, richly ill umina ted opening and con- 
cluding pages, and an array of script sped- 
mens used for writing the Koran and other- 
scholarly works are among the salient dis- 
plays of a recent Boon exhibition entitled “ A 
Thousand Years of Islamic Bookcraff’ . 

The exhibition, sponsored by the national 
library of the Prussian Cultural Heritage 
Foundation of West Berlin, presented 120 
priceless exhibits of manuscripts from the 
Arab, Persian, Turkish, and Indian cultural 
realms, works created over a span of tune 
dating from the 9th century to the year 1925 
in the Christian calendar. The Foundation 
drew on its own vast collection of Oriental 
manuscripts (approximately 60,000 speci- 
mens) which are housed m the Oriental Sec- 
tion of the National Library in Berlin. 

The Foundation's collection is, in fact, one 
of the most important of its kind in Europe, 
and the exhibits in Bonn reflected the collec- 


tion's depth, ranging from separate sheets 
miniatures and illustrations to medical, 
astronomical and cosmological texts. 

The well- attended Bonn exhibition saw 
considerable attention devoted to manus- 
cripts from the 13th to the 36th centuries of 
tile Mameluke epoch (1250-1517), the hey- 
day ’of the art of book- making. Two particu- 
larly noteworthy examples of well-crafted 
bindings were a volume on the chivalric arts 
(furusiyya) and “Abu-Lait as- Samar q an di: 
A1 Muqaddima (A Preface to Prayer)’*. The 
book on the knightly arts deals with riding, 
swordsmanship on foot and ose of the bow. 
If s a dazzling manuscript in a Made and red 
Tulut script and dates from the year 1355 
AD. 

The “Preface to Prayer” is an Arabic man- 
uscript with Turkish annotations between the 
lines. 

This latter work was commissioned by the 
Mameluke Sultan Abu Nasr Qa'itbay 
(1448-95). Another work commissioned by 
the Sultan, equal in value to the aforc-

Roman mosaics reproduced by new technique 


LONDON, — Accurate copies of ancient 
mosaics, exact in almost every detail, can now 
be re-produced using a technique pioneered 
in Britain . The new method was developed by 
brothers John and Bob. Woodward of 
Wo rtoo-und er- Edge in Gloucestershire, who 
are making an exact replica of what remains 
of the world-famous Roman mosaic, the 
Woodchester Pavement, in south-western 
England, and recreating the missing areas 
which over the years had been destroyed by

grave-diggers. This 2290 square foot (213 sq 
m) mosaic is said to be the largest Roman 
work in northern Europe. 

The first stage in making the replica is to 
photograph the entire work_ in pre- 
determined sections so that a coloFtraMpa- 
rency is available for each area. The color slid 
is then projected full-size oo to a plate-glass 
work bench, which enables accurate cross- 
checks to be made of both the color and size 


of individual tesserae. When the right color, 
shape and size has been selected, they are 
bonded on to a transparent sheet using a spe- 
cial cement and the gaps between each piece 
carefully grouted. In this way, the highest 
degree of accuracy is possible and a portable 
replica is then available for display or any 
other decorative use. . 

When completed, the reproduction of the 
British Woodchester mosaic will contain over 


one and a half million tesserae in seven basic 
colors, with subtle variations which have 
been faithfully copied to make a total of four- 
teen shades. 

The Woodward brothers are pictured 
working on part of the mosaic in an old dis- 
used tabernacle at Wotton-under-Edge. 
With its spacious floor and fine viewing gal- 
lery it makes an excellent setting for this work 
of an which is a tribute to the skill of the 
craftsmen of 4tfa century Roman Britain. 


mentioned creation, is a remarkably 
ornamented volume which was produced in 
the year between 1468 and 1476. This 
Mameluke manuscript contains a poem of 
praise to Mohammed from the pen of Busiri 
(died 1294). 

The exhibition catalogue, an excellent 
compendium prepared with scholarly 
meticulousness, draws particular attention to 
the illuminated codex of a Koran commen- 
tary dating from the beginning of the 13th 
century A.D. This codex contains the seventh 
and final portion erf a Koran commentary, 
along with the text of the Suras 49 to 114 and 
their requisite explanations. This work is the 
product of the illuminator Muhammad Ibn- 
al-Gauhari aPAkkaki and the scribe Fadl 
Ibn-’Umar ar-Ra’id, and was completed in 
1203. “Splendid through the imaginative and 
aesthetic powers of its formation.*' it is consi- 


dered one of the grand achievements of 
Medieval Islamic bookcraft. 

Conciseness of form and brilliance erf deco- ■ 
ration were the principles which guided the 
exhibitors in their selections. By focusing on a 
li mited cultural and religious sphere, the 
National Library of the Prussian Cultural 
Heritage Foundation adhered to an exhibi- 
tion approach first applied in 1977 with the 
exhibition “Manuscripts of Southeast Asia”. 
The novel idea proved successful at that time. 

Some of the Oriental manuscripts come 
from the library of the Elector of Branden- 
burg, which had them in its possession as 
early as 1668. The Foundation acquired 
others through donations, separate acquisi- 
tions, and the purchase of complete private 
collections. A significant number came to 
Europe through travellers who passed 
through Egypt, India, and Persia.

Irish guerrillas abandon hunger strike 


BELFAST, Dec. 19 (R) — Seven jailed 
Irish guerrillas, one of them dose to death, 
have ended a 53-day hunger strike which 
threatened a reprisal bombing campaign in 
Britain and Northern Ireland over Christmas. 
The guerrillas, who were fasting in support of 
de man ds to be treated as political prisoners, 
said in a press release issued early Friday that 
they had ended the strike because of a state- 
ment to be made in the British Parliament 


Friday afternoon by Northern Ireland Minis- 
ter Humphrey Atkins. 

The implication was that Atkins planned to 
concede to some of their demands, but the 
minister Thursday night emphatically denied 
that any deal had been struck with die prison- 
ers. One of the seven, 26-year-old Sean 
McKenna, was Friday in critical condition in 
a civilian hospital and was given the last rites 
by a Catholic priest only hours before the 


Brown hits Bonn defense budget 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP) — VS. 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown has bluntly 
reprimanded West Germany for falling short 
of its pledges to increase its defense spending 
in real terms by at least 3 per cent next year. 

In a speech Thursday to the Council on 
Foreign Relations in New York, Brown cal- 
led the German projections for future 
defense spending a "severe disappointment.” 
At die same time, the outgoing Pentagon 
chief warned that "a radically changing 
strategic situation makes even more essential 
the already urgent requirement for NATO to 
accelerate the achievement of its goals.” 
Brown also called on Japan and South 
Korea to “shoulder their share of the respon-

Italian jet said 
downed by rocket 


ROME, Dec. 19 (AP) — The Italian air- 
line Itavia has said that radar screens showed 
that a military- type jet was flying dose to its 
DC-9 passenger plane just before it crashed 
into the sea last June. 

Itavia president Aldo Davanzab said Wed- 
nesday that he was “certain” that a missile 
downed the plane, kilting all 81 passengers. 

The privately owned domestic airline sub- 
mitted a document to a Rome prosecutor 
saying that radar showed that the DC-9 
exploded into several pieces moments before 
the unidentified second jet crossed its path. 
Transportation Minister Salvatore Formica 
said previously that a missile was the most 
likely cause of the crash but be could not 
rule out other possibilities, such as a meteor- 
ite collision. 

A Rome prosecutor interrogated Davanz- 
ali for two and a half hours Thursday to 
decide whether to charge him with spreading 
“exaggerated and tendentious” information 
by making the claim about the missile.

Goldwater figured advertising space 
would cost 20 cents per stamp, and would 
theoretically earn the government $1.26 bil- 
lion yearly. 

“Stamps. are seen by millions of people 
daily, and -die only messages that come 
through are things like, “It’s the 100th 
anniveisary of Groundhog Day” or “Celeb- 
rating the bicentennial of the founding of the 
U.S. fertilizer industry ” Mad said. “ What we 
suggest is that the post office department get 
out of the red and into the long green by 
selling department get out of the red and into 
the long green by selling space for postage 


stamp advertising.” 

A1 Jaffee, the Mad man who created the 
postage stamp Idea, said . Ins notion was 
spawned because erf. the same problem 
Goldwater saw: the postal department going 
deeper into debt. 

“For me, doing these thing s are easy 
because I don’ t have to face to any realprob- 
lems,” Jaffee said. “Ido itfor laughs. “I don’t 
see anything terribly wrong with it. I think a 
lot of stamp collectors are horrified by the 
notion that the product will be somehow 
cheapened by advertising. I don’t have any 
strong feelings in that regard because T m not 
a stamp collector. Stamps are to get a letter 
from one place to another 

This is not the first time Jaffee has experi- 
enced craziness turning itself into reality. For 
instance, there was the garbage problem. Jaf- 
fee suggested crunching garbage together, 
4 wrapping it and leaving it on a bus. 

“Then someone comes up with the garbage 
compacter" said Jaffee, who has been a Mad 
artist for 25 of die magazin e’s 28 years. “I get 
a kick out of these things.” 


Bison drawing said Britain’s first stone age cave art 


... LONDON, Dec. 19 (AP) — Three 
~ ircheologists, a- Canadian and two Britons, 
<Ts iave claimed die discovery of the first stone 
* . ;*ge cave art found in Britain. 

They said they found a drawing of a bison 
. vith two heads and another of a deer-like ' 
. mimal with reindeer- type horns at the entr- 
c ince of a cave at Symontfs Yat East, in the 
: SVye River valley. The cave is on the English 
- -side of the border with Wales, 3 .2 km north- 
, _ ; ?sast of Monmouth. The are was eadier iden- 
tified as a home of prehistoric man when 
ajve- dwelling relics were found there. 

Flint tools were used to etch the pictures in 
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the limestone and some lines of the 254 mm 
bison drawing apparently were inlaid with 
copper oxide, as well as incorporating natural 
rock features. 

Publishing details in the mon thly I Unstated 
London News, the three scientists dated the 
drawings to abbot 13,000 B.C., m poor pre- 
servation but deariy exposed in infra-red 
photographs. 

The discovery team is headed by Thomas 
Rogers, Welsh-resident Canadian (Erector of 
die Stone Age Studies Research Association. 
His colleagues are Rodney Russell, who is 
attached to die bureau of Archeology in 
Zurich. Switzerland, and Andrew Pinder of 
the Institute erf Archeology in London. 

Rogers made die first find after exploring 
the cliffs for 19 years. He spotted die deer 
when he looked up at a rock overhang above 
his sleeping bag. Then he told his colleagues, 
“What we need to look for is a good, flat 
piece of rock,” he recounted. He said the only 


such piece of rode in view not covered with 
modern graffiti bore die bison. ' 

The team also found flint implements ^ 
apparently for domestic use, large blocks of 
iron oxide which could be used for coloring, 
and bones of wolves, oxen arid boar. The 
best-known stone age art is in France and 
Spain. 

Rogers said his studies of the Wye Valley 
caves lead him to think that stone age man 
was "extremely simplistic, bat not a primitive 
person. He had fire, which gave him time to 
diink. He was a hunter, a gatherer; interested 
in barter and unaggrcsrive. I would have pre- 
ferred it to life now,” he said.

Tiny Anguilla returns to British colonial rule 


BASSETERRE, St. Kittis, Dec. 19 (AP) — 
Anguilla was to be formally separated from 
the British associated state of St_ Kitts- 
Nevis- Anguilla on Friday and relumed to 
British colonial rule, Premier Kennedy Sim- 
monds said. 

Anguilla’s chief minister, Ronald Webster, 
announced that Friday had been declared a 
public holiday and that a week-long celebra- 
tion had been planned. 

Simmonds, during a speech to the St. 
Kitts-Nevis house of assembly on Wednes- 
day, said England’s parliament would formal- 
ize the political status switch on Friday. 

The tiny eastern Caribbean island had 


sought the political change since Feb. 27, 
1567, at tiie be ginning of the British associ- 
ated state of St. Kitts- Nevis- Anguilla. On 
May 30, 1967, residents erf Anguilla, led by 
Webster, forced the St Kitts police force to 
leave the island. British troops were called in 
to restore order. 

An guilla, led by Webster, charged that the 
St. Kitts labor government wanted to domi- 
nate Anguilla and pay little attention to the 
island’s needs. 

As a result of An guillan s objection, Eng- 
land approved a constitution for Anguilla on 
Feb. 32,1 976, to allow the island to remain a 
dependent territory as long as it liked.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (R) — From 
1985, U.S. television viewers will be able to 
pick up program beamed directly to their 
homes from satellites if a proposal filed with

The satellite .Television Corporation

nels which subscribers could receive on regu- 
lar sets fitted with speical equipment, includ- 
ing a rooftop antenna. According to the 
application made to die Federal Communica- 


tions Commission, which controls broadcast 
licences, programs would include major 
films, pop concerts, experimental theater, 
and stereo sound or simultaneous second- 
language sound. 

The proposal, which would require an ini- 
tial investment erf about half a billion dollars, 
has been strongly opposed by commercial 
television broadcasters but STC chairman 
John Johnson said that “the net impact on 
commercial television and its advertising dol- 


lars is zero” 

The U.S. magazine Popular Science 
reported rencetiy that manufacturers already 
are gearing up to produce equipment neces- 
sary for home reception. A subscriber appar- 
ently would be required to buy a unit to mod- 
ify his existing TV set and a dish antenna on 
his roof to pick up satellite signals. The cost of 
the equipment was put at around S5 ,000. This 
would not include the subscription fee, which 
probably would be assessed monthly.

Entry to EEC 


Greece agrees 
on farm prices 


$80m loan provided to Egypt 
for land development project 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 19 (R) — Greece has 
agreed on farm prices with its nine future 
Common Market partners, clearing the way 
for entry to the EEC Jan. I. Thursday night 
agriculture ministers negotiated the final 
details of the support prices which the com- 
munity will guarantee Greek farmers from 
next year. 

Their agreement remains subject cmly to 
final French approval for high Greek prices 
for table grapes and pears, and EEC commis- 
sion sources said this was likely to be given 
soon. In many cases, the agreement will mean 
higher prices for both Greek farmers and 
Greek co-farmers. 

Bui for other EEC states, it will mean 
duty-free access to their own markets for 
Greek products, but at price levels with the 
EEC minimum price because of a system of 
levies and subsidies designed to balance out 
differences. From Jan. 1 . price support will be 
paid from the EEC budget when necessary 
for Greek fruit and vegetables,- wine, olive 
oil, cereals and other products. 

At the end of the negotiations Thursday 
night Greek Agricultural Minister 
Aihanasios Kaneliopoulos said he had won 
all that he had been seeking. *' We have found 
a solution which satisfies all," he told journal- 
ists. 

For many products, Kanellopoulos insisted 
on getting higher prices than originally prop- 
osed by the commission, even though they 
were mostly not as high as he originally asked 


into the EEC has not been overwhelmingly 
welcomed by the Greek people. An opinion 
poll recently published in Athens by the EEC 
commisson showed that as many as 21 per 
cent of Greece's population were against 
Greece joining the EEC 

The poll, a random sample of 1 ,000 Greeks 
showed 38 per cent in favor of entry, 21 per 
cent against and 41 per cent with no opinion 
or choosing not to answer. 

EEC conupission sources said the atmos- 
phere at the talks had been very business-like 
and the negotiations had gone very well. This 
was a sharp contrast to the EEC farm minis- 
ters' last meeting, earlier this month, when 
the Greek minister in a on e-and-a-haif hours 
speech accused the EEC of having an unfair 
attitude. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (R) — The 
International Development Association 
(IDA) said Friday it approved an $80- mfllioa 
loan for a land development project in Egypt. 
It said the $193- million project will improve 
the economy by helping the rural poor to be 
settled on land reclaimed for agricultural 
production in west Nubariya. 

The project is a joint effort of the World 
Bank and United Nations Food and Agricul- 
ture Organisation (FAO). The Egyptian 
government and local farmers will provide a 
further $99- million for the project which will 
also receive $10- million from the African 
Development Fund and$3.1 million from the 
World Food Program. 

The IDA credit is for 50 years with 10 
years grace. It bears no interest except for an 
annual service charge of three-quarters of 
one per cent 

Meanwhile, the European Economic 
Community (EEC) is to giant $9 million to 
the United Nations Food and Agricultural 


Organization to boost farming and fisheries 
in Cambodia, FAO announced in Rome Fri- 
day. The EEC contribution will cover the 
requirements of the program until early next 
year. It forms part of the EEC pledge to grant 
$25 million for the operations ia Cambodia, 
in ri nding food and humanitarian aid and 
other kinds of assistance. 

Edouard Saouma, director general of 
FAO, said that the plan envisages large-scale 
humaniarian initiative “to lessen the tragic 
ordeals of the Cambodian people and to put 
aa*od to them." He added that the recovery 
program "is absolutely essential to help the 
Cambodian people to provide for themselves 
so that they would not have to depend on 
emergency aid any looger than necessary . 

FAO experts consider that Cambodian 
agriculture is now on tire road to recovery and 
that the famine and the worst forms of mal- 
nutrition have been eliminated, thanks to an 
increase in production and food aid.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP) — A top 
official of the World Bank blamed the United 
States Thursday for failure to get a $12 
billion program going to help the poorest 
countries of the world. "So far we have been 
unable to do thfc because the United States 
alone of all the other countries has not yet 
committed the funds," said Munir Benjenk, 
the bank’s Vice-president for external rela- 
tions. 

He was referring to the , International 
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Development Association, the part of the 
World Bank that makes loans to die poorest 
countries without charging interest. Funds 
for IDA depend on agreement among 33 
governments. New contributions, including 
$3,240 billion from the United States, were 
due last July 1. 

The U.S. Senate passed the necessary bill, 
but the House of Representatives did not 
bring it to a vote despite a last effort, before 
Congress adjourned Tuesday. An aide to 
Richard Allen, senior policy adviser oo 
president-elect Ronald Reagan’s transition 
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team, told the Associated Pres? this >yas 
because the new Reagan Administration 
wants to review the whole question and poss- 
ibly renegotiate the agreement. 

Benjenk, speaking to the Women’s 
National Democratic Qub, said Americans 
had invented foreign aid and supported it 
enthusiastically after World Warn. He recal- 
led that representatives of President John F. 
Kennedy , had "shamed" West European 
governments into joining in help to poor 
countries. The reason for lack of American 
support now, be said, is a lark of information.

International meeting fails 


to regulate world tin trade 


GENEVA, Dec. 19 (R) — International 
talks aimed at a new agreement to regulate 
the world tin trade ended in failure Thursday 
but the chairman of the meeting said he was 
sure further discussions next March would 
succeed. The conference was adjourned one 
day earlier than scheduled after the United 
{States, the world’s largest tin importer, 'and a 
few other countries expressed reservations 
about compromise proposals for the 
economic provisions of a proposed new pact. 

But Peter Lai, Malaysian chairman of the 
talks in the Geneva United Nations office, 
told journalists it would be- wrong to blame 
an y single country for failure to reach an 
accord. He was certain that a fresh negotiat- 
ing session next March 9 to 27 would produce 
agreement. 

“No doubt when we come back there will 
be more horses trading but the debating is 
over," he said. The International Tin Coun- 
cil, representing both producers and consum- 
ers, was now certain to extend the present tin 
pact, due to expire next June, for a further 
year, Western tin experts said. 

It was the second time this year that 
attempts to produce a new tin pact have 
failed. However differences have narrowed 
since deadlocked talks last May. In particu- 
lar, consuming countries have accepted the 
principle of export controls as a second 
mechanism to keep the market price of tin 
within agreed limi ts. 

The chief mechanism will be a buffer stock 
run by the International Tin Council from 
which tin will be bought or sold to influence 
prices. It was agreed for the first time that the 
stock should be financed by equal compul- 
sory payments by exporters and importers.

General Assembly 
president Rudiger Von -Wechmar said both 
sides "have been unable to bridge the gaps” 
qjver an agenda for the prpposed meeting. 

He said he would continue consultations 
with representatives of both blocs and report 
! the results when the assembly resumes in 
' mid* January. A major point of disagreement 
was said to be the degree of authority to be 
.even to the conference that has been prop- 
osed to hold the global negotiations.: The 
United States, Britain and West Germany 
want to prevent the conference bom overrid- 
ing UN. specialized bodies, such as the 
International Monetary Fund, where they 
have weighted votes. The developing coun- 
tries want to give tile conference more 
authority than that. 

Industrialized countries are also said to be 
pressing for an agenda focusing on die energy 
crisis. They seek an international agreement 
whereby oil prices would be subject to certain 
ceilings. But developing countries have said 
they want negotiations to be comprehensive. 
Ihey say they agree to take up the energy 
■sSoe only in connection with other problems, 
ach as commodity agreements and tariff bar- 
rels set up by the richer countries. 

Speaking on behalf of the group of 77, 
oade up of 119 developing nations, Ven- 
znelan Ambassador Manuel Perez Guer- 
ero told die assembly his group was “deeply 
Hsappointpd” with the failure to reach 
igreement on an agenda. 


U^. Ambassador Donald' Mcheory said. 
■ "we tried valiantly but : unfortunately we 
have not yei fuDy succeeded.” An African 
ambassador, who asked not to be identified, 
blamed the current change of administrations 
m the United States for the setback.

' they did not want to make any long-term 
commitments that would tie the hands of the

Other sources said they did not expect the 
negotiations on the agenda to be resumed 
until March or April next year. 

Industralized nations of the north and tfieir 
developing countries of the south have met in 
more than 20 UN. conferences during the 
1970’s to discuss the poor countries’ grie- 
vances. 

Developing nations say the current 
economic order binds them to continue being 
exporters of cheap raw materials while hav- 
ing to import increasingly expensive finished 
products from the industrialized world.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP) The 
international Development Association 
(IDA), an affiliate of the World Bank, 
announced Thursday the approval of a credit 
of 32,6 niillion Drawing Rights (SDRS) or 
the equivalent of $42 million to India for 
urban development. IDA said the develop- 
ment project is to be carried out in Madras, 
the country’s most rapidly growing met- 
ropolitan area. 

IDA approved a $24 million credit in 1977 
for a first urban, development project in Mad- 
ras. The second development project 
indudes the development of about 15,000 
residential and about 200 industrial plots on 
two sites totalling about 180 hectares. 

IDA said that Madras, the trade and com- 
merdal center of southern India, had an 
annual growth rate of five percent between 
3961 and 1971. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP) — The 
food situation in most African countries is 
“extremely dire." millions are on the brink of 
starvation, and trends throughout the conti- 
nent are worsening, the executive director of 
tile World Food Council (WFC) said Thurs- 
day. 

Maurice J. Williams told a news conference 
that worid food stocks are now very thin and a 
drought could cause a major crisis next year. 
The WFC was set up by the United Nations 
during a food shortage in 1974 for the pur- 
pose of increasing food production and dis- 
tribution in countries of greatest need, and 


provide a better system of worid food sec- 
urity. 

Williams said progress has been uneven. 
"It has been fairly good in India and the 
subcontinent which is now self-sufficient in 
food” Cambodia excepted. “This doesn’t 
mean the problem of malnutrition has been 
Solved,” he added. “The least progress has 
been made in Africa where the situation is 
deaerate " he declared. 

Williams said progress in Latin America 
has been uneven, with distribution, due to 
sharp income level differences, a big factor. 
The WFC is seeking to battle food shortages 


by urging countries to develop national food 
Strategies based on comprehensive studies of 
individual country needs, potentials, 
resources, and carrying out policies to meet 
national goals. 

Some of the major problems faring African 
countries, he said, were population growth, 
expanding urban centers being fed by 
imports, agricultural development devoted 
largely for export crops — low incomes, rising 
oil import costs which in some cases take over 
50 per cent of a country's earnings, negative 
terms of trade, droughts, and political distur- 
bances. 


U.S. accepts Israeli offer 
for damaging listening ship

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AFP) — The 
United States has accepted an Israeli offer to 
pay $6 million for damaging an American 
electronics listening ship during the war in 
June 1967, the state department announced 
Thursday. Washingt on had ori ginall y asked 
for $7.5 million. 

The ship liberty was 25 Urometers north of 
Egypt's Sinai Peninsula when attacked by 


Israeli planes. Israel said the vessel was mis- 
taken for an Egyptian warship. But some of 
the survivors accused Israel of deliberately 
attacking the Liberty to keep it from over- 
bearing radio messages to Israeli forces on 
the S inai front. 

Israel already paid $6,700,000 in 1968 
and 1 96 9 to families erf the 34 crewmen killed 
and 75 wounded.

Ger- 
son, and Rivelino “superstars the national 
team hasn't won a major international tour- 
nament. 

In the 1974 World Soccer Cup in Ger- 
many, Brazil finished fourth, in Argentina 
four year later on third place.

L Pass. Once you’ve doubl- 
ed for takeout, you are under 
no obligation to bid again 
unless partner responds with a 
cuebid or a jump bid — or 
unless you have values well in 
excess of a minimum double. 
To bid again over two clubs 
after partner has responded in 
minimum terms — he may 
have a very weak band — 
would announce more values 
than you have. There is prac- 
tically no chance for game op- 
posite a two club response, 
and the clearest way of in- 
dicating this is by a pass. 

. 2. Three clubs. Here also 
you have only 15 points, but 
the singleton heart elevates 
the over-all value of the hand 
just enough to justify a further 
bid. It is no longer impossible 
for partner to have the values 
necessary for a game. No 
thought should be given to 
mentioning your spades or 
diamonds. The proper way of 


showing support for clubs is 
by raising them. 

3. Two nobramp. Bearing in 
mind that partner’s response 
may be based on a trickless 
hand, two notrump announces 
very substantial values. The 
temptation to jump to three 
notnsnp should be firmly 
resisted, since such a leap into 
the unknown would indicate a 
tendency to bid in solo rather 
than in partnership style. 

Two notrump identifies the 
high-card strength of the 
band, as well as the balanced 
distribution, and is thus a 
more informa tory bid than 
two diamonds, which is the on- 
ly reasonable alternative. 

4. Four chibs. There are lots 
of messages you’d like to 
deliver at this point, but, since 
tiie laws permit only one bid at 
a time, you just make the call 
best suited to the occasion. 

Most worthy of considera- 
tion are two spades, three 
spades and four clubs. The 
last bid has the great merit of 
identifying a very powerful 
h«nd T and at the same time 
allows partner to get out from 
under, if by any chance he was 
dealt some horrible con- 
glomeration of deuces and 
treys. 

Two spades would 
understate your values, while 
three spades (forcing) would 
exaggerate them and could 
result in your being catapulted 
into a hopeless contract

Iran’s ‘final reply ’ en-route to Algiers 




TEHRAN, Dec. 19 (Agencies) — 
Algerian diplomats flew to Algiers Friday 
carrying Iran's "{Inal reply' to the U.S. on 
conditions for releasing the 52 American hos- 
tages. 

A top Iranian official said Iran has 
demanded that securities be deposited with 
the Algerians government to satisfy the ques- 
tion of financial guarantees. There was no 
statement by the Algerians who are acting as 
intermediaries between Iran and the U.S. 
prior to their departure following a 16 day 
stay in Tehran. 

But a top Iranian official told reporters 
gathered at Mehrebad Airport in Tehran that 
Iran has demanded in part that the U.S. 


deposit and unspecified amount of money or 
securities with the Algerian government to 
satisfy the demand for financial guarantees. 

Ahmad Azizi. spokesman for Prime Minis- 
ter Muhammad Ali Rajai, said one of die 
guarantees includes “depositing a particular 
amount" with the government of Algeria. He 
declined to provide further details but said he 
expected the Algerians would go to Washing- 
ton to spell out the Iranian position. 

The next step would be in the hands of the 
United States government, Azizi said. 

Asked to explain what Iran means by 
demanding financial guarantees, he replied, 
"In general we have asked for valid guaran- 
tees for execution of the liabilities of the 


Reprisals loom, 
Red Brigades 
warn authorities 


ROME, Dec. 19 (AP) — The Red 
Brigades threatened to cany out “reprisals" 
against police and the press in the third public 
message since it kidnapped a judge last Fri- 
day. 

But the leftist terrorists a g ai n did not state 
conditions for release of Giovanni D'Urso, 
who is being held in a “people’s prison" like 
the one where former Premier Aldo Moro 
was kept in 1978. 

The abduction of D'Urso, 49. who held a 
Lop position in Italy's prison system, has 
strained the four-party government coalition 
of Premier AmaJdo Foriani. The premier cal- 
led a secret meeting of party chiefs Tuesday 
to seek a united front on whether to negotiate 
with the Red Brigades. Italian newspapers 
reported that Forlanf s own Christian Demo- 
crats and the Republicans seem less willing to 
bargain than the Socialists and Social Demo- 
crats. 

In a one and a half page message delivered 
to the Rome daily !/ Messaggro Thursday, the 
Red Brigades warned of "reprisals against 
the regime's press and the organs of the 
police." 

It accused police of torturing imprisoned 
urban guerrillas . to obtain information and 
said the press has covered up the authorities' 
brutal methods. 

The message repeated earlier calls to shut 
down the maxi mum- security prison of L' Asi- 
nara off the coast of Sardinia, where several 
dozen urban guerrilla suspects are held. It 
also urged abolition of prison security techni- 
ques such is placement of television cameras 
in cells and., use of microphones for recording 
conversations between prisoners and visiting 
relatives. 

"The censorship ' '< and repression of the 
committees of struggle of the proletarian 
prisoners must end immediately," said the 
message, which was left in a wastebasket on 
the street.

Pressed to state whether Iran was insisting 
on die deposit of money or securities as some 
form of escrow, he referred to the deposit 
with Algeria.

Earlier, the Algerian ambassador to 
Washington, Rehda Malek, confirmed that 
the diplomats had concluded their talks at 
least temporarily.

The diplomats only received the finished 
Iranian documents Thursday and spent all 
day huddling with authorities to iron out pre- 
cise details. Malek also confirmed to a repor- 
ter that the I ranian response has been trans- 
mitted to officials in Washington.

Gunfire sweeps Kabul 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 19 (R) — Diplomatic 
sources in New Delhi have reported a series 
of shooting incidents, explosions and fires in 
the Afghan capital Kabul over the past week. 
In die countryside, Soviet troops were con- 
ducting sweeps against anti-government 
guerrillas. Sources said gunfire was heard 
every night in Kabul during the past week. A 
cinema in the Karte Nau district was dam- 
aged by fire following an explosion on Dec. 
12 . 


PKING, Dec. 19 (AP) — As his lawyers 
argued that he had already confessed his 
crimes, Yao Wenyuan. the “Gang of Four” 
propagandist who has been likened to a Nazi, 
asked the supreme court Friday to spare his 
life. Communist Chinese sources said. 

The sources said two Shanghai lawyers 
argued that Yao, 49, deserved leniency 
because he had cooperated with authorities 
and shown a relatively good attitude. Yao 
was a politburo member and media man- 
ipulator for the radical “Gang of Four” dur- 
ing the 1966-76 Cultural Revolution. He 
helped control the party propaganda 
machinery, including the leading newspaper. 
The People ’s Daily. 

The People Daily recently compared him to 
Hitler’s propagandist, Paul Joseph Goebbeis. 
and said he used his pen to “kill without 
blood.” 

Yao and his co-defendants face possible 
death sentences if they are convicted of 
treason, frame ups and persecutions. More 
than 30,000 people are said to have died as a 
result of purges at their orders. 

The trial is dosed to the foreign press on 
grounds party and state secrets will be 
divulged. In another court, meanwhile, ex- 
army Chief of Staff Huang Yongsheng 
appeared for die debate phase of his trial. He 
is accused of plotting to assassinate late 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung and stage an armed 
coup. He also is accused of ordering persecu- 
tions in the army.

PARIS. Dec. 19 (AFP) — French police 
have arrested Marco Donat- Cat tin, a leading 
member, of the Italian left-wing terrorist 
group Prima Linea and the man behind a 
scandal that led to calls for the impeachment 
icf former Italian Premier Francesco Cossiga, 
an authoritative source said here Friday. 
Donat Cattin, 2 1 , the son of Carlo Donatcat- 
tin, the former deputy general secretary of 
the Christian Democratic Party, was detained 
by police Thursday on the Champs de Elysee. 
He was carrying forged papers. 


AI Medina Newspaper reported the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization was working on 
a fresh mediation proposal to end the fight- 
ing, based on pooling the mediation efforts of 
the non-aligned and Islamic countries.
